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KPFK  raised  S13 1 ,000  in  its  June  Fund  Drive.  This  was  a  hard  drive,  but 
a  good  one.  We  as  always  learn  more  about  managing  such  labor 
intensive  events.  Some  pre-acknowlcdged  problems  hampered  our  June 
drive  such  as: 

1 )  The  closeness  in  proximity  to  our  last  fund  drive. 

2)  A  power  outage  in  mid-April  which  caused  a 
computer  crash  and  serious  subscription  delays. 

3)  The  NBA  Playoffs.

Points  one  and  two  really  affected  the  first  four  days  of  this  fund  drive  and  tlic  NBA  playoffs  look  its 
toll  everytimc  the  Lakers  took  to  the  court  All  in  all  however,  we  rode  the  storm  and  were  very  pleased 
with  a  good  effort.  We  did  not  reach  our  projected  goal  of  5150,000  but  we  hope  to  make  up  the 
difference  in  a  special  mail  appeal  in  August.  Thanks  to  Fund  Drive  Coordinator,  Pam  Burton,  the 
entire  fund  drive  team,  volunteers,  and  programmers. 

TTiank  you  all  for  your  generous  support,  both  new  listeners  and  continuing  supporters.  Please,  send 
your  check  in  when  you  receive  your  bill.  About  25%  of  those  who  pledge  during  our  drive  never  pay 
up.  Since  we  did  not  make  our  projected  goal,  we  need  more  of  you  to  make  good  on  your  pledge.  We 
thank  you  once  again  for  supporting  listener  sponsored  KPFK.  TTiis  is  our  last  fund  drive  for  our  fiscal 
year  (October  -  September)  and  we  look  forward  to  a  number  of  great  programming  months  coming 
up. 

Folios,  premiums  and  film  club  cards  take  six  to  ten  weeks  to  process. 

On  a  very  sad  note,  long  time  KPFK  broadcast  engineer,  Don  Newcomb  passed  away  on  July  7th.  He 
was  suffering  from  an  illness  which  caused  blood  clots  to  move  through  his  heart.  Don  was  a  native 
of  California,  bom  in  Inglewood,  and  was  living  in  San  Pedro.  He  worked  at  KPFK  as  a  volunteer  for 
many  years  doing  a  variety  of  tasks  from  switchboard  operator  to  computer  data  entry.  Until  his  death 
he  could  be  heard  as  the  booming  voice  who  regularly  engineered  our  evening  broadcast.  His 
motorcycle  parked  in  front  of  our  door  every  evening  was  his  signature.  He  had  dedicated  many  hours 
working  for  the  United  Farm  Workers  and  various  peace  activist  causes.  Our  condolences  to  his  family, 
and  W.C  all  will  sadly  miss  Don's  presence. 

Two  major  projects  are  underway.  Actual  construction  for  KPFK's  new  equipment  installation  began 
on  July  18ih.  We  anticipate  the  completion  of  this  first  phase  of  this  project  sometime  this  month. 
Secondly  plans  are  being  made  to  co-locale  offices  for  the  Pacifica  archives  on  the  second  floor  of  our 
building.  Progress  reports  will  be  provided  in  the  coming  month. 

KPFK's  budget  for  fiscal  1988-89  is  currently  in  progress.  It  will  be  reviewed  first  by  our  Local 
Advisory  Board  before  being  submitted  to  our  National  Board  at  the  September  National  Board 
Meetings  in  New  York.

For  over  four  years,  Don  volunteered  countless  hours  to 
KPFK  in  various  capacities.  Before  coming  to  KPITC, 
Don  had  brought  this  same  level  of  commitment  to  the 
United  Farm  Workers  Union  during  the  first  grape  boy- 
coll,  and  to  the  peace  movement.  He  kept  giving  of 
himself,  despite  the  health  problems  which  cvenlually 
took  his  life.  Thai's  who  Don  was. 

Don  was  a  source  of  humor,  support  and  encouragement 
for  people  here,  and  his  death  has  left  a  great  void.  He  will 
be  missed  by  a  great  many  people.
